RELATING TO APPROPRIATIONS FOR FISCAL YEAR 2022; REDUCING THE APPROPRIATION2

TO THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS EDUCATIONAL SUPPORT PROGRAM'S DIVISION OF CHIL-3
DREN'S PROGRAMS FOR FISCAL YEAR 2022; APPROPRIATING ADDITIONAL MONEYS4
TO THE OFFICE OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR FISCAL YEAR 2022; AP-5
PROPRIATING ADDITIONAL MONEYS TO THE STEM ACTION CENTER FOR FISCAL YEAR6
2022; APPROPRIATING ADDITIONAL MONEYS TO THE COMMISSION FOR LIBRARIES7
FOR FISCAL YEAR 2022; PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE OF-8
FICE OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION; PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHOR-9
ITY FOR THE STEM ACTION CENTER; PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR10
THE COMMISSION FOR LIBRARIES; AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.11

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:12

SECTION 1. Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the contrary,13
the appropriation made to the Public Schools Educational Support Program's14
Division of Children's Programs in Section 1, Chapter 348, Laws of 2021, from15
the American Rescue Plan Fund is hereby reduced by $30,809,300 for trustee16
and benefit payments for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022.17

SECTION 2. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-18
ter 305, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there19
is hereby appropriated to the Office of the State Board of Education20
$30,809,300 from the American Rescue Plan Fund to be expended for operating21
expenditures for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022.22

SECTION 3. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-23
ter 120, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is24
hereby appropriated to the STEM Action Center $2,000,000 from the STEM Edu-25
cation Fund to be expended for operating expenditures for the period July 1,26
2021, through June 30, 2022.27

SECTION 4. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-28
ter 133, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is29
hereby appropriated to the Commission for Libraries the following amounts to30
be expended according to the designated expense classes from the Miscella-31
neous Revenue Fund for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022:32

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SECTION 5. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE OFFICE OF THE STATE BOARD1
OF EDUCATION. There is hereby reappropriated to the Office of the State2
Board of Education any unexpended and unencumbered balances appropriated3
to the Office of the State Board of Education from the American Rescue Plan4
Fund for the purpose of programs approved by the State Board of Education,5
including data system replacement, summer learning programs, and creation6
of a dyslexia handbook for fiscal year 2022, in an amount not to exceed7
$30,809,300, to be used for nonrecurring expenditures related to programs8
approved by the State Board of Education, including data system replacement,9
summer learning programs, and creation of a dyslexia handbook for the period10
July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023. The Office of the State Controller shall11
confirm the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class, and program,12
with the Legislative Services Office prior to processing the reappropria-13
tion authorized herein.14

SECTION 6. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE STEM ACTION CENTER. There15
is hereby reappropriated to the STEM Action Center any unexpended and unen-16
cumbered balances appropriated to the STEM Action Center from the STEM Edu-17
cation Fund for the purpose of providing summer learning STEM programs as ap-18
proved by the State Board of Education, for fiscal year 2022, in an amount not19
to exceed $2,000,000, to be used for nonrecurring expenditures related to20
providing summer learning STEM programs as approved by the State Board of Ed-21
ucation for the period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023. The Office of the22
State Controller shall confirm the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense23
class, and program, with the Legislative Services Office prior to processing24
the reappropriation authorized herein.25

SECTION 7. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE COMMISSION FOR LIBRARIES.26
There is hereby reappropriated to the Commission for Libraries any un-27
expended and unencumbered balances appropriated to the Commission for28
Libraries from the Miscellaneous Revenue Fund for the purpose of providing29
summer library reading programs as approved by the State Board of Education30
for fiscal year 2022, in an amount not to exceed $1,250,000, to be used for31
nonrecurring expenditures related to providing summer library reading pro-32
grams as approved by the State Board of Education for the period July 1, 2022,33
through June 30, 2023. The Office of the State Controller shall confirm the34
reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class, and program, with the Leg-35
islative Services Office prior to processing the reappropriation authorized36
herein.37

SECTION 8. An emergency existing therefor, which emergency is hereby38
declared to exist, this act shall be in full force and effect on and after its39
passage and approval.40
